In today's 
socety those who burn, maim, electrocute, shoot, 
oap poison and torture animals are sportsman, 
scientists, farmers, and businessmen and women. 
,7e live in a society where these convoluted 
perceptions of good and bad are force-fed to us 
as the value-system that the government claims 
makes us the most free society in the world today. 

Each of us in our own hearts knows it is 
wrong to force-feed poisons to rabbits, rats and 
mice or any animal for that matter but how many 
of us are willing to violate the "laws" of our society 
and commit the "crime" of breaking and entering, 
grand theft, and destruction of property to stop it? 
Once we cross that line, it takes us form peaceful 
protesters to alleged felons in our pursuit of the 
bond to earth and animals. Animal Liberation 
Front activists face many years in prison, huge 
fines and restitution, long periods of probation 
where violations mean more years in prison, and 
almost always guarantees government 
harassment for the rest of their lives. Such 
is the price for taking our opposition to / 

animal abuse and earth exploitation beyond 
the accepted perimeters of protest. 

So why risk all in order to save a few I 
animals and lesson the profit margin of the 
government sanctioned vested interests 
who destroy nature? Because we're 
tired of waiting for others to stop g 

unquestionable evil in this world. 

We're tired of being dragged from 
the picket line and watching 
truckloads of animals going to slaughter, of 
bulldozers rolling toward the destruction of 
wilderness animal homes. Where civil 
disobedience in our movement mostly centers 
around drawing attention to the abuse and 
exploitation of animals and earth, A.L.F. actions 
seek to rescue the prisoners of that abuse and 
hinder if not cease that abuse by destroying the 
machines and tools of life's destruction. Though 
sharing the very same goal, the difference in tactic 
and total disregard for unjust laws matters greatly 


in the eyes of the slanted scales of justice. So 
why does the A.L.F. continue to participate and 
advocate tactics and strategies that seriously 
threaten their personal liberty and physical 
freedom? Because wh'at we endure in a prison 
cell or at the wrong endbf a hunters or cops gun 
is minuscule when compared to what our 
governments allow to happen to animals. Though 
the A.L.F. may never receive the support or 
participation of as manywho support or participate 
in civil disobedience ahd protests, these are 
some of the reasons A;L.F. activists have chosen 
to sacrifice certain unnecessary liberties to ensure 
fundamental liberties for animals. 

Anyone who has 'ever seen video or 
photographic documentation of animal abuse 
(often obtained by the A.L.F.) can relate to the 
feelings of powerlessn%ss and inability to stop the 
torture. Screaming your lungs out on a protest 
line and even getting arrested in acts of civil 
disobedience are waysjhat we manifest our rage 
and anger, but often the feelings of impotence 
return and we are left facing the continued torture 
and abuse of literally billions of animals. For 
A.L.F. members a life of obedience to laws and 
values that sanction the destruction of all we love 
is no life at all. How can we as fellow members of 
the same species responsible for such cruelty and 
global destruction, as we now witness today, not

Car Culture & 


Creating the 
Critical Mass 


Car culture is the invisible force 
which occupies the city and 
countryside to the exclusion of the 
Human Organism. Supposedly 
created by Humans as a means of 
transport it is the machine which 
drives the Human pedestrian running 
across the battle zone as the lights 
turn green and the momentary cease 
fire ends, the ten seconds allowed for 
the Human are over and the machine 
converges upon the survivors of the 
temporarily liberated space. Car 
Culture has declared war on the city 
dweller aiming to eradicate the 
Human population one by one; even 
those who drive are not safe. 

As it says in the film Repo Man : 

"the more you drive the less 
intelligent you get". 

Critical Mass is an "Organised 
Coincident" in which Cyclists attempt 
to claim a "Temporary Autonomous 
Zone" in the streets, in everyday life. 
The carnival connected with the 
bicycle ride can be fun, riders are 
encouraged to bring Beat boxes or 
anything that makes a noise, and 
wear ridiculous fancy dress, rumour 
has it that a mobile bicycle powered 
sound system could be on its way, in 
fact anything is useful to increase the 
density and impact of the cycle ride, 
as a mobile demonstration against car 
culture a monthly critical mass can 
reach a lot of people. Its been 
happening regularly in over 60 cities 
around the world for the past few 
years along with a yearly "Street 
Party" in which the streets are 
reclaimed for a longer period of time 
for the use of humans over the petrol- 
chemical machine.

away with. 

Police often try 
to obtain 

information from 
activists on 

demos while 

seeming to be 
making polite 
conversation. 

For example they 
may ccme over 
and say 'Whe,re 
are you all 
from?" or "Who 
is the 

organiser?" 

These may seem 
like innocent 
questions, but 
they can get 
people into 

trouble and are 
helping the 

police to build 
up the 

information .in 


their flies. 

Such information 
also makes it 
easier for scum 
to infiltrate 
the animal 

rights movement 
by knowing the 
right names, 
etc. You 

definitely 
should not help 
them with this. 
You should say 
politely that 
you don't want 
to talk to them. 
Police are only 
allowed to take 
your details if 
you have been 
arrested, if you 
are driving a 
car (in which 
case you have to 
give the name of 
the owner of she 
vehicle), if you 
are committing 
an offence or if 
they have good 
reason to 

suspect you of 
committing an 
offence (in 

practice this 
means most of 
the time when at 
a protest). 

Even under these 
circumstances 
the only details 
you need to give 
are name, 

address, date of 
birth, age 

(because they 
are too thick to 
work it out from 
your date of 
birth) and 

occupation. Do 
not tell them 
anything else. 


The police may 
try to question 
you about an 
offence chat has 
been committed. 
Whether you are 


guilty cf 

anything or not, 
do not tell them 
anything. 
Answering 
questions will 
not help you; it 
will only get 
you or other 
people in 

trouble. 


RIGHTS ON ARREST 
You will be read 
your rights: 

"You are not 
obliged to say 
anything, but 
anything you do 
say may be given 
as evidence. You 
have the rights 
to consult and 
instruct a 

solicitor 
without delay 
and to do that 
in private. You 
have the right 
to refrain from 
making a 

statement," then 
be asked if you 
understand these 
rights. 

You should ask 
for a lawyer 
immediately and 
keep asking 

until you get 
one. If you 
don't knew of 
one, you will be 
offered a duty 
solicitor. S/he 
is better than 
nothing, as a 
lawyer will be

Obviously 
you shouldn't 
tell anyone what 
happened over 
the phone - it 
is likely to be 
tapped. 

As with informal 
questioning at 
demos, from the 
moment you are 
arrested you 

should say 

NOTHING except 
giving your 

details (as « 

above). To all 
other questions 
say "No comment" 
or when they 


trying _e maxe 
conversation 
state, "I am 
maintaining my 
right to 

silence." 

When you are 
processed at the 
station, the 

only thing you 
should sign is 
for your 

property, unless 
you were 

carrying 
something 
'dodgy' and then 
you shouldn’t 


sign for it. You 
may well lose 
all your 

property if you 
don't sign so 
make sure that 
is what you want 
to do. Check- 
through 

carefully (the 
police have 

notoriously 
unreadable 
handwriting) to 
make sure they 


have a correct 
list of things 
and ensure that 
you sign 

directly under 
the list so they 
can't add 

anything. If 

necessary refuse 
to sign or cross 
out an item 
Beware of 

seemingly 
harmless 

questions. The 
police will 

start trying to 
get information- 
out ofyou from 
the moment yc u 


are arrested, 
including in the 
car, on the way 
to the station, 
in the ceils, 
etc. It is just 
as important to 
remain silent 
dudng these 

times, as during 
an official 

interview. 

The police are 
allowed to take 
your finger 

prints and 

photo, using 

'reasonable' 
force if 

necessary. 

It is likely 
that. you will 
spend several 
hours in the 
ceils. This is 
very boring and 
sleeping helps 
to pass the 
time. Se 

paranoid of 

talking to 

anyone in the 
cells. They may 
be A police spy 
or the cell may 
be bugged. 

If you are held 
in the cells 
until court, 

always plead not 
guilty until you 
have discussed 
your case with a 
good lawyer.

released because 
of making 

statements. They 
may threaten to 
tell your 

job/parents or 
that you will go 
to prison 

because it is 
such as serious 
offence. If you 
are not guilty 
and the police 
know it, they 
will try to put 
pressure on you 
to grass up 
whoever was 

guilty. They may 
even say that 
someone else has 
grassed up you. 
They may say 
that only guilty 
people say "No 
comment" or 

"This interview 
is just a chance 
for you to put 
your side of the 
story to counter 
the allegations 
that have been 
made against 
you." Remember 
that the only 
thing you can do 
by answering 
questions is 
incriminate 
yourself or 

other people. 
The time to tell 
what happened is 
when you are 
talking to vour 


lawyer after 

release or in 
court (if the 

case aets that 
far) . 

The police use a 
great variety of 
different 
tactics, which 
depend on what 
sort of person 
they think you 
are. However you 
don't have to 
worry what they 
are asking, 

since the only 
thing you need 
to do is stick 
to "No comment". 
They will soon 
get bored and 
the interview 
will be over all 
the sooner. 

If you 

inadvertently 
answer some 

questions, don't 
let that stop 
you from 

changing to 

answering "No 
comment" to all 
subsequent 
questions. 

AFTER RELEASE 
As soon as 
possible, write 
down a detailed 
record of what 
really happened. 
If the case is 
proceeded with, 
it is likely tc 
be many months 
before it comes 
to court and you 
may have 

forgotten 
important facts. 
If you are 
released without

They broke windows, committed arson, and rioted in the streets, i hey showed 
contempt for the courts, they refused to be frightened by the threat or Imposition of 
prison and when Inside prison would go on hunger strike. 

Imprisoned in <-helr 
hundreds, were force-fed In prison whilst on hunger strike. They gave -heir lives co che 


struggle. 

They adopted the slogan "Deeds Not Words". By the use of their taccies they made a 
huge Impact on Edwardian society and shocked It Into reappraising the role of women. 

we can learn from the history of those who have gone before us. Exploitation Is 
Ingrained In the "System" and through a series of unjust laws. Blind obedience to 
unjust laws Is a nazl's dream - we must reject It and It's what the suffragettes rejected. 

Another cool book Is called, "My Aunt Edith" written by Phoebe Kesketh about her 
suffragette Aunt, and this one will really blow ijour head off!! Prior to getting 
Involved In the struggle she'd been noted by her family and friends for her meek, mild 
nature but phewee once she got Involved It wasn't long before she became a "full on", 
hard-core rioting arsonist - a vegetarian one at that! Read the boon - izs excellent, E s 
weird how the more you look Into stuff the more you see everything is tied together, 
racism, sexism, specleslsm. Its all about fighting against oppression, exploitation, 
violence... (nfact when early American feminists would meet up with anti-slave trade 
campaigners they'd make a toast to "Women's Rights and vegetarianism" and Aunt 
Edith certainly didn't let me down. "T he very word 'slaughterhouse' Is so barbarian" 
she used to say to her niece, she hated the awful violence of ^slaughterhouse and the 
smell of the butchers. And when, later In life, she witnessed the Introduction of battery 
farming - "Those poor birds!' she exclaimed with grief In her voice. 'They make them 
work In factories now'." 

When the police brutally beat this women, who literally wouldn't hurt a fly, and 
locked her up In prison for d.olny no more than taking part m a peaceful 
demonstration outside parliament It only strengthened her resolve, when the prison 
chaplain said that he was sad to see her Inside she replied "why sorrcy i'm proud and 
glad to be here." All It did was to make her change her tactics, she was to go back to 
prison on vnanij occasions for such " offences" as burning down the home of Lord 
Leverhulme (who also hosted a bloodsports fiesta) and attempting to blew up a factory.
